In 
teuturmfj (what ne submitted tu our 
readers, lobe,) the altogether miiulhiid urd 
abutc of the liaiilc of Australia proprietors, 
by ibe Soucnua-QmiiaiL, we made the 
stale turnt in tj ties! ton, which it ai follows - 
" The great promissory note in favunr of 
Ihe Bank of Australasia, received the sig- 
nature n( JcsrF*.

By (hii passage our readers will see, 
that we plainly affirmed, thai uu public 
meeting «u held ; — uu previous authority 
given, with reference to the making of 
ibe i»te mentioned io the above cited 
passage ; and as uur contemporary admits 
that what he puts forward ua this paint, 
is not vlfcted " si * contradiction'' of our 
statement, we have only to see whether 
the fact* he discluMs, make it any plainer

Hia 6rst fact is, " that on the 27th of 
February, IBM, the two banks con- 
tracted with eat li other fur a loan, from 
Atutralaaia to Australia."

Now, in reply (o these facia, thut 
offered, at ia said, with the view uf mak- 
ing plainer our above repeated statement, 
we beg to a»y, with all aulnuiaaiuu, we see 
uuitiuig in *;iy or all of the farts, which 
makes our stateuie nt any plainer than it 
was before IV e auerled. an J we repeat 
our aaac-rtiuti, cuntiniLed aa it appears tu 
uiio be, by uur conteuipuiary \ facts, iliil 
there Wat no prenotis authority given by 
the Bank of Australia prupnetary.

The real stale of the ease, with our

the previous at dug. of the director!. The \ 
intrrpoited facts, therefore, of our con- 
teniporary, as lliey are admilled not to af- 
ford any coniradicnnn of our statement, 
would, if we had before specially noticed 
them, only have produced that confusion, 
they are now profettedly put forward 
correct. 

But in thus noticing these " facts," the

■ uch attendances, as conferring authority 
on the directors, tu du any act, in tiren 
of the powert conferred on ill em by the 
deed of teuleintnt ' The directors etlher 
bad the power under (he deed of settle- 
ment to borrow this muney, or they had 
not, If they had such power at bankers, 
cailit qnecttio, and all special genera) 
iiieetings are superfluous; if lliey had nut 
such power, then, in the absence of cer- 
tainly about one-half, piubaldy more than 
Iwu-thirds of the whole proprietary, these 
meetings to any reasonable apprehension 
were insufficient to cunfer it In any 
view of (he case then, teeing that U| oo 
the first suggestion, tir,, original authority 
under th« deed, a bench of learned Judges 
are divided in opinion ; and upon the 
oneatioo of subsequently conferred au- 
thority, a whole body of proprietor* weie 
proposed to be concluded by a few atten- 
dances at meetiagt uf tome few members, 
all held after the debt tu contracted, and 
at not one of which, had any authority 
been given for Iht making uf the note ; 
we do cerUimly think the case was suffi- 
ciently disputable by the defendants, to 
deter any one, with an average endow- 
ment of iuudet(y aud discretion, from 
calling names, at the 
enquiry. 

Thus far, then, at to the sinful and re- 
pudiating part of the case.

K'tahliihme ul, within the meaning of 
Sthedule A. We observed in our article 
of Tuesday, referring fo Lord StANLEY's I 
very outset of the despatch of lath December, IHU, that hit 
Lurdibjp appeared to line considered, 
thalif (he business of the office, when 
annexed (o the Hupreine Court, could be 
regarded si or such a character at to be 
comprehended within the words of Sche- 
dule A, "contingent and miscellaneous 
expenses of the adininittratioii of justice, 1 ' 
it vi. it I J not fuse that character, ur 
nefutre vimtnrr gnJ liijferent one, bg 
ieing IrmuaeteJ vnder tome other roof 
than that of the Supreme Court.

It i) an) odd coincidence, (hat within leu 
llian a week after (he Govatnoa had so- 
lemnly declared to the LegltlaUve Council 
that ' no consider!! ion what toever could in- 
duct him, knowingly, to do an act which 
he believed to be unlawful,' that >try 
tame Council should hate passed a resolu- 
tion solemnly declaring that, in their opi- 
nion, His KlCCLlSNCY had done tuch an 
act ! 

And it it equally odd thai on one 
Tuesday the Council thould have voted 
an addrett to the Oovixsux praying that, 
in pursuance or instructions from Eng- 
land, he wuuld be pleased to violate what 
he thought the letter of the law ; lud 
that on the Tuesday next ensuing ihey 
s huu Id have voted a censure upon Hit 
Eicei.i.escy for having, ia conformity 
with English precedent, committed the 
sort of violation they had previously re- 
commended | 

We think there can be no doubt in 
disinterested minds, that in taking frum 
the revenue of the colony, fur a specific 
purpose, a larger sum than had been ap- 
propriated to that tervire by legislative 
enactment, the Executive were acting 
rnntrnry to the fVfrVi- of the law. It will 
also, we think, be as readily admilled by 
all candid men, that ihe emergency iu 
which that Surplus expenditure had been 
ventured upon, and the spotless motives 
by which it had been dictated, were amply 
sufficient to vindicate the Government 
from any-viulntion of the tpirit oi the 
Law. The misfortune it, that instead of 
pie ruling the force uf the emergency and 
the uprightness of their mot ivet, at enti- 
tling them to indemnity, the Executive 
denied that they had Committed any wrung 
or irregularity at all, and boldly main- 
tained lhat they had obeyed both the 
(e//rr and iht tpirit of the law. The 
Council were quite prepared to admit the 
plea for indemnity— to admit it instantly, 
cordially, tn the fullest enlent, and on the 
ground, not of mercy, but of ttriet juttice. 
But when the Government look the high 
ground upon which alone (hey retted their 
justification —the ground of ngktfnl pairrr 
— they in effect spumed at indemnity, 
tnd set the Council at defiance. L'nder 
such oircumttancet, the latter had no al- 
ternative Fiut either lo compromise the 
righlt of the colony, or lo pais some 
such reiolutiuu as the one thry adopted. 

We mutt confess lhat the policy uf our 
administration, iu (his instance, nat not 
only pained, but nrpritrti us. il betrayt 
a want of sagacity and worldly wiitloin of 
which we thould have thought our Sydney 
cahinet incapable. Knowing, on the one 
hand, how largely our constitutional 
privileges had lirun already eiicruached 
upon by the Parliamentary schedules — 
and aware, un the other, that both the 
Council and the constituency were pain- 
fully alive tu the cruelty of this act of im- 
perial injustice — the colonial Government 
ought to have been doubly careful to 
avoid anything tbaL could be deemed u fur- 
ther eneruothment, and that might inflict 
extra pain upon the public mind. They 
ought to have foreseen — to have foreseen 
clearly— that a pretension such at the our 
now alluded to, could never be tnleiated 
either in Cuuncil or out \ and especially 
ought they to hare foreseen, lhal tu set up 
tucha pretention at a critia like the pre- 
sent, when to many irritating causes 
were threatening collision between the 
two hraucliet of ihe Legislature, would be 
inevitably to bring down upon their own 
headt tome severe mark of popular dis- 
pleasure. 

COLONIAL M AN IK AC IT RES. 
BEET SUGAR. 
A cuaaearoHnKNT, whose letter, under thi 
signature of ** Vorx nx ticcas,"' will be 
found in the Herald oi Tuesday, exprestet 
doubts as to the curreclnest of tume uf our 
statements relative to (he productiuu of 
beet tuaar in France. 

We liad tbnwn that it was made aud 
refined at a cost of g$ct per Knglish 
t>uuiid to the manufacturer, and we made 
that statement on (lie authority of several 
detailed accounts uf the cult uf inatiufac 
tore which are in our possession. Tlie 
condensed account of the cost Which we 
supplied, emanated from Muns. Pi vrv, (he 
Professor uf Chemical Arts at the national 
Contrrvatoue ilea Arts el Metiers, in 
Pans, a gentleman to whom the art of 
making beet sugar it indebted for many 
improvements during us prugreat to ita 
present slate cf perfection. 

We also state ti that the colonial sugars 
were latterly unable to auiLain the com- 
petition uf beet, in consequence of the 

improvements IU its manufacture, which 

had effected such a reduction in price that 
the value uf sugars imported into France 
had fallen from 1 6 1 millions of francs 
(o Ul millions j— (hat the exports of 
French mtnufactutes to the coluuiet had 
fallen off in the same rt^lo, whereby the 
maritime interests of Franc* were in 
state of raffe ranee ;— that delegate* were 
tent from Guadeloupe and Martinique 
tu the government, for the purpose uf re- 
presenting their diltretaed condition ;— 
thai standing committee* were formed 
in the suffering seaports for the same pur- 
pose ; — and thai the Uovrrnnient had pro 
posed to the Chamber a Bill for the suppret 
■ Lou of the home pioduction, on payment 
uf an indemnity of forty millions, which, 
after a lengthened and itorvny debate, had 
been negatived. 

This debate was fully reported in the 
Iiundon papers, from which it wan ex 
trac(cd by the writer of our article, a gtn- 
tleinaa who had resided in Paru fur up 
wards of twenty years, and who had 
watche-i with painful aaxiety Ihe pro- 
ceedings of the government for the sup- 
pression of an art which he cuntidrred 
to be one of the brightest glories of the 
science uf France. 



Onr correspondent acquaint! ut, that 
he also was resident in Parit, when the 
great question wat under discussion in 
the French Chambers, lhal he did not, 
however, pay partieutar attention io waat 
a-.,, pving on ; but lhat the impression left 
on hii mind was different to ours. After 
stating what those impresiiuns were, he 
adds, I do not pretend lo say lhat vhat 1 
here tfate it exact ff correct, but the im- 
I pression it strong, &c. 

Onr reply may be comprised in a very 
few words. Our correspondent admits 
that be did not pay particular attention 
to the tubject— while the writer of 
our article prof tart lo have paid 
very particular attention (o it in 
all ita phase* dieting the hurt thirty 
years t— from the period indeed when the 
first products of refined beet sugar were 
told as a cu rtoiily at about n guinea a 
pound, until ita manufacturing price was 
reduced (o lest than S(d. 

One or the impressions of our correspon- 
dent it, that beet sugar, unable to sustain 
the competition of the colonies without 
high protective diUiet, was in a itate of 
slow decline ; our table of its progressive 
and great encrtatc, extracted from Iht Sta- 
tistic* of France, thowed the contrary. Let 
ut, however, in addition to what we have 
already written give an extract from an ela- 
borate article on thit subject, by M.

Our correspondent tuggeilt that augar 
might be imported cheaper from Xavalhan 
it could be made. This it utterly impos- 
sible, unless Ihe Javanese should adopt the 
mode uf making and refilling the sugar 
by one continuous operation ; but, under 

any ore tun stances, the imported sugar 
would not feed our agriculturist!. 

The cost of the raw sugar in beet, sup 
posing the product uf the roots to he y 
tons per acre, it in Prance lest than a 
penny per lb., and we are atiured by Mr 
Kisufta, from his own experience, (hat 00 
tons per acre may be obtained from some 
of our rich deep toils, and lhat he will 
purchase fur diatillation all that may be 
produced. In England, Mr. Hrtnon, of Nor- 
folk, hu produced *t0 tout per acre of (he 
variety called mangold-wurxel. Mr. El- 
liott, uf Hampton, Middlesex, is reported 
to produce from AO to 40 tons. M. Bully 
nx Meulixcx, one of the belt French 
writers on the culture of beet, in the 
Jfautw Rnttigne, ttalet that 90 ,000 plants, 
at intervals of a foot, are planted on a 
hectare (i± acres) of land in Provence. 
At he ettimatet (he French root to average 
two French pounds (of IB or.) each, the 
crop should nmuunt to Tj.tnii) French 
pounds (or thirty -six bum) per acre. 

The French estimates are bated in ge- 
neral on a produce of S lont per acre, but 
it ia admitted by the tame writers 
that 20 may be obtained. If Ifl 
be ubt ained without increase of coil, the 
value of Ihe sugar will be 0}d. per lb. 
The driei root pulverised to at to break 
up (he whole of its cells may be used for 
beer, spirits, wines, and the production uf 
talluw and Lard, without the previous ex- 
traction of the sugar, 

The cultivation or licet lias been 
found utto to ameliorate the soils ill 
France, aud greatly to increase the suc- 
ceeding erupt uf wheal. The residues of 
the tugar manufactory would be of great 
value in the produce uf tallow, lardj pork 
for shipping , and bacon. 

Ins suggested that our territory .meaning 
the Morelun llay District, wuuld produce 
Lhe cane sugar, Whal II might do a few 
years hence rem litis to be proved. The 
cane, we believe, it three yeart iu coming 
to maturity ; but certain it is, that if our 
agriculturists Were wise, and bad sufficient 
seed, they might in the short apace of six 
months time supply materials for all uur 
sugar, our beer, our bratuliea, aud our 
rums, 

These are trutht that may tnutid un- 
pleasantly upon the eart of Java mer- 
chants . but we look to uur agricultural 
produce fur the means of restoring put- 
pent y tuour adopted country. 

We purpose to resume this subject, in 
order lo ihuw by what iuipruyemeula the 
increased product of refined tugar was 
latterly obtained.
